THIS IS ONLY THE SECOND TIME IN THE HISTORY OF THE 
UN1TEO STATES THAT A FOREIGN CITIZEN HAS BEEN SO HONORED 
-- THE FIRST NAS KINSTON CHURCHILL. 

SINCE OCTOBER, THE USG HAS BEEN EXPLORING KAYS TO 
RESPOKO POSITIVELY AND CONCRETELY TO THE TREMENDOUS 
OUTPOURING OF FEELING IN THIS COUNTRY FOR RAOUL HALLEN- 
BERG, IN A KAY THAT KOULO APPROPRIATELY HONOR HIS EXAMPLE
